ADAMS TALKS OF CONVICT SYSTEM. 


Hon. Clift A. Adams, 
State in­ 
spector of convict camps, was in 
the city yesterday en route to 
Fort Bend county to inspect some 
of the camps in that county. 
“ Do 
you know,” remarked Mr. Adams 
to a Post representative during a 
conversation, “ that there has been 
a great change in the management 
of the convicts within the past 
few years? 
Corporal punishm ent 
is fast becoming obsolete. 
A great 
m any people—in fact tne majority 
of people— imagine when anything 
goes wrong in the camps that the 
guards have full sway and can sail 
in and whip the convicts. 
This is 
a mistaken idea. 
The sergeant 
who has charge of the camp can 
not whip a convict without first 
bringing the matter up and secur­ 
ing a permit from the inspector. 
I have more than 
1800 convicts 
under my supervision and the per­ 
mits I issue allowing the whip to 
be U6ed will not average twenty a 
month. 
There are times when it 
becomes necessary to whip some of 


of. 
They get three meals a day, 
and are not allowed to eat their 
noon meal ont in the sun. 
Sheds 
i have been provided for this pur- 
j pose. 
The practice 
Of allowing 
! the convicts some of their time for 
good behavior is a great incen­ 
tive. 
“The men fight among themsel­ 
ves sometimes, in fact we have 
more trouble because of this than 
from all other sources combined. 
There is a vast difference in the 
manner of handling the whites and 
blacks. 
When I inspect the blacks 
I line them up and say something 
that will provoke their laughter— 
most any sort of a remark 
will 
serve the purpose, but it requires 
different tactics entirely with the 
whites. 
You must remember that 
there are a great many smart men 
among them, and they must be 
talked to in a serious manner. We 
talk to them about their families 
and imbue them with the desire to 
live upright while in the peniten­ 
tiary so that they can return to 
their families when they are re 
leased better men than they were 
when they were sent away. 
It 
used to be said that penitentiaries 
were schools for criminals. 
In a 
measure this was true, but todaj* 
conditions are different and are be­ 
coming more so every day.—Hous­ 
ton Post.
